In con- 
sideration of the valuable advantages to 
bo derived, it is a matter that should re- 
ceive the consideration of our represent- 
atives, and should not be placed be- 
yond our reach by the adoption of the 
Idaho scheme.

The Silver State is inputted to T. D 


Parkinson, Manager of the 
Nevada 


Land and Cattle Company, for a set of 
photographs of the Kelly Creek ranch, 
Willow Creek dam and Squaw Valley 
alfalfa fields of the company, taken by 
his daughter, Miss Paikiusoii, who is 
quite an artist for an amateur. An ex- 
cellent view of the dam, which is 175 
feet in length and 55 iu height, isgiven; 
also of the reservoir, which at present 
covers 400 acres, with an average depth 
of about 20 feet. 
There are also views 


of an alfalfa field 1,000 acres in extent 
iu Squaw Valley, one of which shows 
tho mowing machines at work cutting 
the grass, while another shows the hay 
in wiunow.H and meu loading it on 
wagons. To be complete the set ought 
to contain a picture of Squnw Valley in 
i's natural state, covered wilh scrubby 
sagebrush, and not producing gruss 
enough to the acre to support a jack- 
rabbit, that the contrast between it now 
and then, when it prodnoas four or five 
tons of hay to the ncr", might bs more 
apparent. This change from a desert 
to productive fields has been accom- 
plished by storing water in the Spring 
when there is plenty, for use in the 
Summer when il is scaice, a system 
which sooner or later will be adopted 
wherever practicable throughout tbe 
State.

It wus a thick, bunchy plant with long 
heavy leaves. It was something like 
alfalfa in appearance bnt had more sub- 
stance, the leaves being thicker, A 
root abont the size of a lead pencil ex- 
tended from the plant about six inches 
when it suddenly became smaller, and 
fiom this root unmeious long, thin 
roots radiate. The tap root was nearly 
a loot long. The foliage of the plant 
was about six inches and came from 
seed planted last Summer ia dry ground 
where no moisture reached during tbe 
Summer. The plant was still green and 
had not suffered from the frost.
